A xbl'kwt number of the Chronicle contains 
an article redundant with bile, which hat 
been drawn forth by the disgrace of the 
Iriih agitator Church under renin re of the 
Holy See.

Once upon a time a pewm (where I thai! not 
tuyj owetl in* live and thirty pound*.

He had taken a leUhw'l order 
for live pound* on a Sydney bouse, which 
■ball alio be ntmelee*. By lome unnocounfc- 
able departure from hi! uaual practice, he wrote 
the drawee*, inclosing the order, and n-cj unl- 
ink- tbrm to remit him the ptucaedt- But 
country dealer* are not expected to be perfect 
men of buiinet*. The rlydney houa* replied,

I ihould not wonder that he 
waa charged with th* full amount of th* order, 
and i eommiition for piying ben dev. 

When I wu aeannd mite and cipUin'i clerk 
on hoatd the )-:.: t rider, I had fnqueat 
OppOrtunitiet of teeing the merchant*' teoount*. 
In the Indian porta, owing to prevalence of 
livir couplainti tnd other (taWvaneigii. 
tney tr* wamnled in charging much eaort hit- 
vity thin would be nuonable hare, Th* CaJ- 
ci t tta people uted then, heitde* theouttomiry 
enmmii.ioni for ptni-uring freight, making 
tale*, &e,. tu m ike a general charge, at cloaiug 
the account current, of five pet cent, on iu 
i»nge*i tnle.
